A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presen ted ^1 the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§1.111.1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: On 3-2-04, Examiner informed Counsel that, the argument set forth 
in an amendment is not commensurate with the scope of the recited claims. The recited first material in claim 41 reads 
on interconnected panels where each panel is provided with segments which are arranged along expected load lines. 
Therefore, the segments must only extend partway from the expected load lines of the 1st material. Examiner 
suggested to amend claim 41 to require securing segments to individual panel, where the panels with segments on 
them are later interconnected together. Further suggested for Counsel to either cancel withdrawn independent claim 89 
or amend claim 89 to include all limitations in allowable claim 1 . On 03-03-04, Counsel made a counter proposal to 
require recitation of sequence of steps between the selecting step and the arranging step in claim 41 . Counsel argues 
that, the art of record requires applying segments to panels and then connecting the panels to form a 1st material. 
Accordingly, the proposed amendment distinguished over the prior art references. Examiner made a counter proposal 
to require that the segments to be substantially shorter than the expected load lines. Counsel indicated that, an 
approval to this suggested limitation by Applicant is needed. Counsel also indicated that, he would like to cancel 
withdrawn independent claim 89 with a right to file a divisional application. Examiner agrees. On 03-04-04, Examiner 
inquired whether Counsel receives any instruction from Applicant. Counsel indicated that, an e-mail was sent to 
Applicant, but no response was received from Applicant. Note: examiner received an e-mail from Counsel with the 
same limitation that was proposed on 03-03-04. Upon further reviewing the art of record and made a further search, 
Examiner decided to accept Counsel's proposed amendment and place the application in condition for allowance. 
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
